Prices Elsing, Busineas i‘upmlu‘ and
Confldence Returning.

Bosiness is improving. Whether it is
becanse of the sssorance that McKinley
wiil be elected, or whatever the cause,
that wysterions fuctor culled public con-
fidence is surely returning.

Wheat is now worth 45 eents in Port-
land and is rising. The warehouses arg
paying 49 cents for first grade, and the
Diamond Floaring Mills 52 for best
quality Klickitat. About four carloads
of wheat per day is leaving The Dalles.
There is a disposition on the part of
some farmers fo hold it, in anticipation
of a further rise.

The wool market, also, is not station-
ary by any meaus, though most of what
is leaving now is opon consignment.
Abont 4,000,000 pounds of this year's
elip has left the city salready. Last
week's shipment amounnted to half a
million pounds. Aboat 100 carloads
have already goone to Boston, sud =il the
large furnitore cars which arrive in The
Dalles are sidetracked in the yards to re-
ceive further shipments, Tue price of
wool has not materially improved of late,
